While  vour 
Directors  call  to  grateful  recollec¬ 
tion  the  very  generous  donation  of 
1,000  dollars  to  the  J^uciety,  at  the 
taiit  annual  meeting,  and  implore 
the  l)'essin|:  of  heaven  uj«*>n  this 
li'jeral  henefartor,  t1)ey  are  sorry 
Tj  say,  that  this  muhilicent  act  has 
nn?  fitlled  tiiat  general  interest 
in  its  prosperity,  which  wt  then 
fondly  anticipated  Little,  com¬ 
paratively,  has  been  received  from 
other  individuals  or  societies  ;  and 
the  cash  payment  of  this,  which 
uas  500  dollars,  it  will  be  recol- 
lectcil  was  to  be  p#ild  in  quarterly 
remittances  of  50  dollars  each.  It 
will,  therefore,  be  perceived  that 
less  than  one  half  of  this  donation 
has  been  paid  into  the  treasury. 
What  has  been  received  from  this 
and  other  sources  the  Treasurer’s 
report  will  show.  It  is  ileemed 
proper,  however,  to  state  that 
nnicli  has  been  done  by  individuals, 
of  which  the  Treasurer  has  no  ac- 
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in  all  the  appropriations  which 
have  been  mane,  a  strict  regani  to 
economy  has  been  observed  by  the 
Directors,  and  enjoined  upon  the 
beneficiaries,  who  have  seemingly 
asked  for  assistance,  only  when 
pressed  by  real  necessity.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  state,  some  of 
your  beneficiaries  have  during  the 
past  year,  as  the  former,  almost 
supported  Uieinselves  by  their  own 
personal  labor.  Thus  far  they 
can  say  as  did  the  eminent  apostle 


of  the  gentiles,  whose  successors 
I  in  office  they  are  preparing  to  be¬ 
come,  these  liands  haye  luin's^ered 
to  our  necessities.  It  is  grateful 
to  be  the  almoners  of  your  bounty 
to  those,  who  clieerfully  make  eve¬ 
ry  reasonable  eX'Tlion  to  avoid  be¬ 
ing  chargeable  toothers. 

Within  the  two  years  of  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  this  Society,  16  youug 
men  have  been  admitted  as  bene - 
fii-raries,  arwl  all,  “xcept  two,  have 
been  v.ariouslv  assisted  in  the  pro¬ 
secution  of  tlieir  studies  prepara¬ 
tory  to  the  sacred  ministry  ;  and 
some  af  these  are  in  all  the  vari¬ 
ous  stages  of  education.  Most  of 
these  are,  however,  pursuing  stu¬ 
dies  preparatory  to  college,  at 
Randolph,  Norwich,  Thetford  and 
Bradford  Academies.  Previous 
to*  the  existence  of  this  Sociefv,  a 
Society  was  fom»ed  in  TlielfTird, 
which*  h.is  afl'orded  liberal  aid  to 
your  benevolent  ilesigns.  At  pre- 
I  sent  five  of  your  beneficiaries  are 
pursuing  their  studies  at  that 
I  academy,  whose  tuition  has  been 
'  paid  by  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
j  of  that  .Society,  which  has  afforded 
I  much  other  assistance,  in  furnish- 
!  ing  board  and  clothing.  In  addi- 
I  tion  to  this,  the  church  are  sup- 
I  porting  one  benefidiry.  At  Nor¬ 
wich,  two  of  your  lier.cfic  iarics 
I  have  been  supported  since  the  last 
j  annual  meeting,  one  on  Mr.  Emer- 
j  son's  donation,  the  other  by  tlie 
liberality  of  the  people  there,  to¬ 
gether  with  their  own  individual 
exertion.  Draughts  have  been 
'  made  since  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  on  your  Treasurer  for  cash, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  auxiliary 
Society  in  Thetford  to  the  amount 
only  of  8255  70  ;  g30  of  which  it 
loaned  an  good  security,  to  relieve 
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tlie  pressing  ciiil»i4iTassinen( >4  of  an 
inilijffot  st-ulciit  preparing  for  tlie 
loiiiiHti'Vt  vvliose  name  iti  not  en> 
roked  on  the  list  of  your  beneficia¬ 
ries. 

S(M»n  after  t^e  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing,  the  ExecutiNc  Comiiiittee  ap- 
poMited  lo<'al  aifents  in  most  of 
the  towns  within  t!ic  denigneil 
limits  of  tlie  Society,  both  in  V'er- 
mo  i’  a':<l  New  flaoipsliire, but.  it 
is  t.j  1  e  feai  od  littl'  '  as  been  doiie 
thr>  •  kh  tneir  iiisli  ^mentality. 
Amn'st  these  iliseoiraging  cy- 
cumsta  ices,  it  is  pieusing  to  lenrp 
that  t'  eagents  at  Daitniouth  (’ol- 
lege  devising  liberal  things, 
and  v.  ill  doubtless  efttct  mucit. 

It  is  feared,  however,  that  little 
will  be  done,  unless  so  ne  etfuient 
travelling  agent  be  ao|K>inte.d,  to 
awaken  the  attention  ol  the  church¬ 
es  to  this  subject.  Some  who  are 
clothed  with  the  ministerial  office, 
and  are  p.tstors  of  our  cht  r'hes, 
are  do'i  nog  the  utility  or  need  of 
Kd('.,.ation  Societies,  of  course, 
little  can  be  expected  from  them 
or  tii'dr  churches.  Hut  it  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  of  gratelul  notice  that  all 
ministers  and  all  churches  do  not 
remain  indifterent,  when  they  con¬ 
template  the  millions  who  are 
peri.shing  for  the  bread  of  life. 
They  cast  an  eye  abroad  upon  the 
waste  places  of  Zion,  and  their 
eyes  affect  their  hearts.  They 
bear  tl:e  cries  of  the  destitute 
churches  in  the  wilderness,  Send 
us  mi'-sionaries,  send  us  pastors, 
who  shall  feed  us  with  knowledge, 
and  breiik  unto  us  the  bread  of 
life.  Tliese  cries  enter  into  their 
tars,  and  arouse  them  to  betievo- 
lent  action.  We  are  not  alone  in 
this  labor  of  love.  The  American 
Education  Society  has  already  af¬ 
forded  as?<l.>tan(  e  to  S.>4  youi  g 
men  in  their  preparation  for  the 
ministry,  and  tfeir  receipts  for  the 
last  year  exceeded  those  of  the 
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former  by  nearly  three  ihousahti 
dollars. 

The  Tnion  Education  Society, 
and  others  similar  in  their  desigos 
are  hand -maids  to  this  noble  ^iii- 
stitution,  and  from  these  annually 
issue  streams,  which  make  glall 
the  cities  and  churches  of  out 
tiod  ;  and  vet  millions  are  perish¬ 
ing  li»r  l.icli  ot  knowledge.  The 
preaciie:’i  go-pel  is  the  instituted 
means  of  salvation  ;  yet  how  shall 
tliey  hear  without  a  preacher?  and 
how  sIkuI  the  war.ts  of  tlie  church¬ 
es  be  sunplieil,  to  say  nothing  of 
aljout  GtU)  millions  of  heathen,  up- 
on  whose  mountains  tlie  beautiful 
feet  of  them,  that  preach  t  e  gos¬ 
pel  of  j  e.'ce.and  bring  glad  tidings 
of  good  things,  have  never  trod  r 
If  we  look  around  us  in  Vermont, 
we  find  nearly  100  destitute 
rliurclie«,  and  in  New-Hampsliire 
.1  similar  want  is  found.  The 
norloeio  section  of  tliat  State  is 
very  destitute  of  ministers.  Maine 
is  in  a  state  still  more  deplorable, 
and  the  northern  and  western  part- 
of  Xew-York  arc,  generally,  in  a 
little  bette  state;  and  some  parts 
of  this  widely  extended  territory 
are  still  worse.  If  we  extend  our 
view  into  the  western  part  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  we  approach  a  darker 
gloom,  and  which  thickens  as  wc 
go  south  and  west.  “It  has  been 
show  n  by  documents  published  by 
the  parent  Society,  that  on  a  gen¬ 
eral  estimate  of  one  pastor  to  a 
1000  souls  there  are  not  enough 
ministers  at -the  present  moment, 
to  supply  tliree  millions  of  our 
popul.ation,  and  conse(|iientIy  that 
tlicre  .arc  seven  millions  in  the 
I'nited  States  alone  who  are  eith¬ 
er  wholly  or  partially  deprived  of 
the  means  ol  grace.”  Brethren, 
look  at  this  picture,  and  then  suf¬ 
fer  vour  thoughts  to  range  over  the 
witfely  extended  region  of  South 
America,  where  scarce  a  minister

Eitract  of  a  letter  to  the  Kditor  from  a 
Miisionary  in  the  north  part  of  tlie 
State,  dated  Nov.  18.  1822. 

In  Richford  there  is  a  ('on- 
^egationil  society  recently  form- 
id,  which  at  present  consists  of 
abtut  50  members ;  but  no  Coll¬ 
ocational  church  in  t!»e  town. 

Tlie  Cong:rejjational  Cliurch  and 
society  in  Berkshire,  east,  em¬ 
brace  a  part  of  Berkshire,  a  corner 
of  Finosburgh,  and  a  little  part  of 
Richford.  Here  they  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  erectiiis:  a  house  for 
public  Worship,  which  was  dedi¬ 
cated  on  the  2<'tn  of  September 
last.  Tlie  Congregational  people 
here,  appear  to  be  uniting  their 
efforts  to  have  the  stated  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  gospel  among  them,  and 
the  interests  of  Zion  appear  to  be 
prosperous. 

In  Morgan  and  in  several  towns 
in  the  vicinity,  there  is  a  good  de¬ 
gree  of  excitement.  Many  appear 
to  inquire  anxiously  for  their  ow'ii 
spiritual  welfare,  and  some  have 
hope  in  the  Savior.  T?  e  Mace- 
donian  cry  is  very  loud  from  this 
quarter,  and  they  look  to  the  Ver¬ 
mont  Juvenile  Missionary  Society 
for  assistance.  The  people  in 
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Navy  appear  exccedii  gly  anxious 
i!  at  a  ii.i-«>ionary  aiav  be  sent  a- 
iiiong  them.  'I’here  probably  has 
!!•  ver  been  a  time  «»iiice  Mr.  Par¬ 
sons’  niis-iio’i  in  Orleans  Countr, 
when  the  [-eople  were  more  reauy 
to  hear  than  they  are  at  the  pre¬ 
sent. 

In  Kdeii,  the  work  of  divine 
grace,  whicli  conimcnced  last 
spring,  for  a  time  a)>pea>'ed  to  sub¬ 
side,  again  appears  to  revive.  Ten 
ha^e  united  with  theCongregatiou- 
al  church,  eight  sfatid  propounded 
for  a  union  with  the  same,  and 
several  have  united  with  the  Me¬ 
thodist  church.  This  place  stands 
in  peculiar  need  of  mis-ionary  as¬ 
sistance  at  the  present  time.  The 
Congregational  society  and  oth- 
‘•rs,  are  exerting  themsedves  to  the 
I  extent  of  their  ability,  to  have  a 
liouse  coiivemeiitand  comfortable, 
for  public  wor»hip,  and  a  district 
school. 

The  Congregational  church  in 
Irasbiirgh  is  very  feeble — having 
but  one  male  member  at  present, 
tho  we  may  hope  there  are  several 
faithful,  [iraying  sisters  who  will 
stay  up  the  hands  of  the  brother. 
Here  they  have  had  the  ordinance 
of  the  Loril's  Supper  administered 
but  once  for  nearly  tw  o  years,  and 
now  this  little  number  appear  al¬ 
most  struiggling  for  life,  and  wrest¬ 
ling  in  prayer.  Sullice  it  to  say, 
they  also  look  to  the  same  Society 
for  assistance  in  missionary  labor. 

The  Congregational  church  in 
Montgomery  now  has  about  forty 
members,  most  of  whom  have  been 
professing  Christians,  compara¬ 
tively,  but  a  little  time,  and  con¬ 
sequently,  many  eave  not  yet  be¬ 
come  so  rooted  and  grounded  in 
the  truth  as  would  be  desirable ; 
but  good  attention  is  paid  to  piib- 
I  lie  worship,  and  other  means  of 
grace.  Twelve  of  this  number 
‘  have  united  with  the  church,  with-

Bible  Association  in  this  part  of 
the  district.  Besides  some  of  the 
Kuropcans,  who  feel  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  this  object,  all  the  Atuer-  I 
ican  missionaries,  and  a  great  | 
number  of  the  must  respectable  j 
natives  within  the  limits  of  the 
mission  were  present.  Subscrip¬ 
tions,  to  the  amount  of  between 
four  or  five  hundred  rii  dollars, 
annually,  were  entered  into,  al¬ 
most  all  of  which  were  subscribnl 
by  heathens  themselves.  This  is 
the  third  association  of  the  kind, 
which  has  been  formed  among  the 
heatiten  of  the  Jaflfna  district. 
This  has  certainly  been  a  year, 
long  to  be  remembered  by  all  wlio 
feel  interested  in  the  spread  of  tlie 
word  of  God. 

"Die  Spirit  of  Missions. 

A  Letter,  enclosing  a  donation 
fo  the  Treasury,  contains  the 
paragraphs  which  follow  : 

“I  hope  the  subject  of  Missions 
is  beginnhig  to  occupy  more  of  the 
attention  of  Christians  at  large  ; 
and  lor  one,  I  feel  determined  to 
maintain  the  doctrine,  both  iu 
public  and  private.that  without  the 
spirit  of  missions,  it  is  not  possi¬ 
ble  for  a  man  to  be  a  Christian. 

“The  cause  of  missions  is  the 
cause  of  Christ ;  and  when  we 
speak  intelligently  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject,  Christ  has  no  other  cause  on 
eartli  aud  with  men,  but  the  mis¬ 
sionary  cause.  The  w  hole  plan  of 


salvation  is  a  missionary  plaQ; 
and  the  sooner  our  churches  learn, 
that  missionaries  have  no  other 
spirit,  than  the  spirit  uftheGus. 
pel,  and  that  every  seal  Christian 
possesses  it  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  tlie  sooner  they  will  cea?f 
to  grudge  the  charity  they  give  to 
the  missionary  cause ;  and  the 
sooner  they  will  begin  to  connect 
their  elVorts  to  spreail  the  gospel, 
with  their  own  hopes  of  heaven.

.  Respecting  the  mission  at  Bom¬ 
bay,  we  shall  simply  My,  at  this 
time,  that  a  marriage  between  Mr. 
Garrett  and  Mrs.  Newell  was 
solemnized  on  the  26lli  of  last 
March. 

I'he  joint  letter  from  Ceylon 
still  continues  the  interesting  no- 
I  tices  of  souls  brought,  as  is  humbly 
hoped,  from  the  darkness  of  na¬ 
ture,  deepened  into  horrid  gloom 
by  the  mists  of  pagan  superstition, 
into  the  light  of  the  gospel.  Some 
further  additions  have  been  made 
to  their  little  church  ;  and  it  now 
contains  17  Malabars,  three  of 
whom,  as  we  have  stated  in  times 
past,  are  preachers  of  that  gospel, 
of  which  they  themselves,  but  a 
little  while  since,  were  wholly 
ignorant.  Two  of  the  communi¬ 
cants,  of  difl’ereut  casts,  have  given 
the  natives  an  opportunity  to  wit¬ 
ness  a  Christian  marriage  among 
their  own  countrymen  : — but  of 
this,  an»l  of  other  occurrences,  the 
details  will  be  given  iu  a  future 
number. — Miss.  Her.

rnKNCH  BIDLE  SOCIETIES. 

About  lour  years  since  there 
was  no  Bible  Society  in  France  ; 
anil  but  a  lew  years  anterior  to 
that  time,  the  impositions  of  Ro¬ 
mish  priests,  and  the  corrupting 
influence  of  infidel  principles  had 
gathered  a  cloud  of  obscurity  and 
ploiim  over  the  nation,  more  awful 
than  the  palpable  darkness  of  ' 
Ejrpt,  and  which  threatened  a  , 
moral  tempest  more  desolating  i 
than  the  plague  and  the  pestilence,  j 
But  it  ought  to  be  considered  and 
acknowledged  as  a  special  inter¬ 
position  of  that  Providence,  with¬ 
out  whom  the  sparrow  falls  not  to 
the  ground,  that  now  in  that  coun¬ 
try  there  are  forty-six  Bible  Socie¬ 
ties,  which  with  Christian  boldness 
jvsunie  the  distinctive  appellation 
of  Protestant,  and  whose  general 
influence  is  rapidly  extending.

REVIVAL  OF  RELIGION. 

The  congregation  in  Washing¬ 
ton  City,  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peyton  of  the 
Methmlist  Episc  ipal  church,  has 
I  hwn  recently  favored  with  a  gra- 
'  cious  revival  of  religion.  Since 
i  the  first  of  July,  in  the  present 
;  year,  two  hundred  and  twenty 
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persons  have  joined  the  church, 
nearly  all  of  whom  have  given  the 
most  satisfactory  proofs  of  a  sound 
conversion  and  thorough  reforma¬ 
tion.  The  chapel  is  still  crowded 
with  attentive  and  serious  hear- 
ets;  the  work  progresses  wita 
little,  if  not  without  anv,  intermis¬ 
sion  ;  and  appearances  are  cal¬ 
culated  to  encourage  the  hope 
that  there  will  shortly  be  con¬ 
siderable  accessions  to  the  number 
already  received.  The  benefits 
of  this  revival  have  extended  to 
other  congregations,  and  it  is 
believed  that  its  influence,  in  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  is  felt 
throughout  the  district.  The 
Fouiidery  Congregation  in  par¬ 
ticular  has  had  a  considerable 
increase  both  in  imiidierand  piety.

WOWAVIAN  MISSION. 

From  Brother  Santer — dated  St, 
Johns,  (Jntiisua)  July  19,  1822. 

The  work  of  the  Lord  continues 
to  prosper.  For  a  considerable 
time  back,  our  church  has  been 
thronged  every  tiiiunday,  and  fre¬ 
quently  there  is  not  room  for  all 
that  attend.  Tiie  same  is  the  case 
on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Fri¬ 
day  evenings,  in  the  first  meeting, 
which  is  public. 

On  the  rth  instant  we  had  a 
blessed  prayer  ilay.  Altho  we  had 
transferred  three  hundred  new 
applicants,  candidates  for  baptism. 
&c.  to  Cedar-hall,  we  spoke  indi¬ 
vidually,  during  the  preceding 
week  with  1997  persons.  Of  this 
number,  69  were  appointed  for 
baptism,  and  reception ;  76  a.s 
candidates  for  baptism,  and  seven 
for  re-ad  mission.  The  presence 
of  the  Lord  our  Savior  was  sensi¬ 
bly  felt  among  us  on  this  occasion.

SUMMARY. 

Aleppo,  one  of  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  cities  of  the  Ottoman  empire, 
was  severely  visited  by  several 
shocks  of  earthquakes  in  Au«;ust, 
which  laid  waste  a  great  part  of  the 
city,  anil,  it  is  stated,  n-om  25  to 
30,000  of  tlie  inhabitants  were  in¬ 
stantly  buried  under  the  ruins  of 
their  elegant  mansions  of  stone. 
I'wo  thirds  of  the  houses  of  this 
populous  city  were  laid  in  ruins. 
'I'he  inhabitants  of  Antioch  and 
f.aodicea  suftered  severely  by  the 
same  shocks. 

A  writer  in  the  New-Ilavcn 
Religious  Intelligencer,  mentions 
the  hopeful  conversion  of  a  native 
of  the  Marquesas  Islands,  a  youth 
about  19  years  of  age.  He  was 
first  instructed  in  the  8ubbuth 
school  in  Boston.  Since  May  last, 
he  has  resided  in  the  family  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Talcott,  in  North  Coven¬ 
try,  Con.  and  learned  to  read  in 
the  Testament.  “He  needs,”  adds 
tho  writer,  “Uie  advantages  that 
are  enjoyed  in  the  Cornwall  For¬ 
eign  Missifin  School.  Can  no  gen¬ 
erous  hand  be  opened  to  place  him 
there?  If  there  should,  he  may 
live  to  enrich  and  gladden  his 
benefactor.  After  he  shall  have 
acquired,  in  Cornwall,  the  materi¬ 
als  that  will  enable  him  to  shine 
as  a  great  light  in  his  dark  native 
Island,. the  prayers  and  gratitude 
of  Christendom  may  throw  a 
splendor  around  his  benefactor 
that  shall  shine  as  lung  as  the 
moon  shall  endure.” 

These  Islands  are  in  the  South 
Pacific  Ocean,  and  are  sujiposed 
to  contain  50,000  inhabitants. 

By  means  of  the  "Society  for 
the  instruction  of  the  Poor,”  in 
Salem,  Mass,  it  is  said,  that  the 
number  of  persons  disconnected 
with  any  religious  institution,  and 
almost  entirely  destitute  of  any 


moral,  or  religious  instruction,  lii« 
been  reduced  from  between  2  and 
5000,  to  500  in  the  siiort  space  of 
four  years.

2.  A  suitable  academic  build¬ 
ing  needs  to  be  furnished  for  the 
accommodation  and  comfort  of  the 
scholars. 

3.  Provision  needs  to  be  made 
for  the  support  of  a  Teacher  of 
Divinity  in  the  school  to  ensure 
its  greatest  success.  With  these 
appendages  he  thinks  the  school 
might  be  greatly  and  usefully  ex¬ 
tended.
